Measure Increasing Salaries of Prison 
Commissioners Passes House—Sen¬ 
ate Passes Bill Creating State Board 
of Plumbers.

Frankfort. Ky.—Gov. Willson’s veto 
of House Bill No. 51. introduced by 
Representative Klair. providing lor 
the registering with the proper county 
officials all pooled products, and pro¬ 
viding a penalty for persons soliciting 
the purchase of such pooled products, 
was treated with little ceremony by 
the legislature. Mr. Klair said he 
was sorry to have to attempt to pass 
r bill over Gov. Willson’s veto, but 
that this measure was for the Interest 
of every tobacco grower in Kentucky. 
Mr. Zimmerman and Mr. Schoberth 
spoke for the measure. Mr. Schoberth 
said this measure was to enable the 
farmers, when they have organized 
for the purpose of having.competition, 
that they may have a compact organ¬ 
ization. He said the farmers through¬ 
out Kentucky were backing this meas¬ 
ure. without au exception. The bill 
became a law by a vote of 77 to 11 
over the governor’s veto. 

The bill providing that the salaries 
of the prison commissioners be in¬ 
creased to 23.000 a year, the chair¬ 
man to 93.600 and the secretary of 
the commission 91.800. passed the 
house in a rush. 

The bill providing for an annual 
appropriation of 910.000 to each of the 
normal schools and to State univer¬ 
sity passed the house. 

The senate passed the bill cre¬ 
ating a state board of plumbers 
Senate Passes Truant Bill. 

Senate Bill 236. providing for a Chief 
truant officer in cities of the first and 
second -classes, and requiring children 
to attend school until tjiey reach the 
age of 16 yearB, unless they hold a 
certificate under the child labor law. 
passed. 32 to 0 Senate Bill 139, a 
companion bill to the measure just 
passed, and providing for an increase 
from 9"00 ; to $1,000 the annual salary' 
of assistants to the truant officer of 
first and second class cities, was pass¬ 
ed. 29 to 0. 

Bank Examiner Bill Passes. 

The rules committee called Senate 
BUI 139. the bank examiner bill. The 
committee reported some days ago a 
substitute measure, providing for the 
appointment of inspectors by the sec¬ 
retary of state, subject to confirma¬ 
tion by the court of appeals. .The 
senate accepted the substitute bill. 
The bill passed. 32 to 2 

Senate Bill 241. by Senator Wyatt, 
providing state registration of auto¬ 
mobiles and other regulations, passed.

a religious sense and part is in a spec¬ 
tacular sense. It la not the special 
music and the flowers which make for 
the latter so much as the disposition 
on the part of a large share of the 
public to seize tbe opportunity to get 
a glimpse at close range of the presl 
dent of the United States. 

As has been said the president at¬ 
tends church service almost every 
8unday morning in the year, but there 
Is no certainty as to his appearance, 
nor. on the ordinary Sabbath, does the 
president invariably attend the church 
of which he is a member Indeed not 
Infrequently the chief executive ac¬ 
cepts an invitation to worship with 
some congregation of another de¬ 
nomination. If the occasion be a spe¬ 
cial one of any kind On Easter Sun¬ 
day. however, the president goes to 
his own church and only the most 
exceptional circumstances interfere 
with his attendance at the morning 
service. Knowing this, throngs gather 
at tbe church, whereas a good sized 
crowd Is sure to follow the president , 
all the way from the White House 
gates to the church. 

Aa was the case during the Roose¬ 
velt administration, the president and 
hla wife are ndberenta of different re¬ 
ligious denominations and hold mem¬ 
bership in different churches In Wash 
ington. President Taft comes of a 
Unitarian family, his father and 
mother both being Unitarians and his 
grandmother having joined the Uni¬ 
tarian movement with the famous Dr. 
Channing. William H. Taft, like bia 
father before him, was a member of 
the Unitarian church in Cincinnati. 
After entering official life in Washing 
ton, be took a pew In the only Uni 
tartan place of worship at tbe national 
cap'tal—stately All Souls’ church, 
whi *h is located not more than half a 
mile from the executive mansion. 

The new "President's church” la 
one of the most historic churches in 
what might be termed "The City of 
Fqmous Churches ” John C. Calhoun, 
Daniel Webster, Bulfincb and tbe late 
Senator Hoar have been among its 


members and the late Edward Everett 
Hale frequently occupied its pulpit. 
President Taft will be summoned to 
Worship on Easter morning by the far- 
reaching tones of a great bell, cast 
by the famous Paul Revere of revolu¬ 
tionary fame. This bell which has 
place In a lofty belfry, has sounded 
on great public occasions since 1822. 
tolling successively for Lincoln. Gar¬ 
field and McKinley. 

The pastor of All Souls’, who 
preaches President Taft's Easter ser¬ 
mon. la Rev Ulysses Grant Baker 
Pierce and he appears In the pulpit 
In a black gown such as is worn un¬ 
der similar circumstances by many 
Episcopal clergymen. Rev. Pierce is 
a native of Providence. R. I., and was 
born In the closing year of the civil 
war, which readily accounts for the 
choice of the name bestowed upon 
him. He was educated In New Eng¬ 
land and at Hillsdale college, Michi¬ 
gan, and also pursued advanced 
studies at Harvard. The pastor had 
charges in Iowa, California and Ithaca, 
hfc Y.. ere ho assumed his present po¬ 
sition In 1891, In which year sIbo he 
was married. Rev. Pierce, like the 
distinguished member of his congrega¬ 
tion. boa traveled extensively and lec¬ 
tured considerably upon travel sub¬ 
jects. * 

Mrs. Taft, like “Mrs. Roosevelt, wor¬ 
ships at a different church from that 
attended by her husband and by odd 
coincidence these two successive first 
ladies of the land have had the same 
| religious affiliations. The Easter mec- 
ca of these two well-known women is 
old St. John's Episcopal church, loca¬ 
ted juat across the park from the 
White House and often called the 
"church of the presidents," from the 
fact that every President from Madi¬ 
son to Ltricoln. and several since that 
time, have worshiped ^there The 
quaint little edifice has also been 
dubbed “the court church” from the 
fact that during every administration 
many leading foreign diplomats and 
high officials of the nation have regu¬ 
larly attended Its sen-ices.

The inlets must be so arranged that 
the warm air will not pass out In¬ 
stead of the cold fresh air coming in. 
It is for this reason that the Inlet flue 
should begin near the ground on the 
outside and end near the celling in¬ 
side. All that is necessary is to have 
the outer end of the flue several feet 


afford a good flue. This is one of 
the neatest ways of constructing the 
flues of which I know. The same 
sheet or galvanized iron can be used 
thut is manufactured for roofing, so It 
is easily obtained, in some instances 
it is well to have trap doors in the 
flues so that the wind will not cool 
the barn too much in the winter. !n 
the north this plan of ventilating is 
being adopted by the dairymen to a 
great extent and Is providing satisfac¬ 
tory in every case.

Don't let the 
duckllnfs puddle in the water or they 
arc liable to get wet, and dampness 


is more fatal to young ducks than to 
young chickens.

Also all the sprays can be taketf to pieces 
and worn as smaller ornaments or massed to¬ 
gether in different designs. This fashion was 
Introduced by the EmprosB Elizabeth, who de¬ 
lighted in such combination and would cover the 
whole front of a court garment with complex de¬ 
sign. Such may be done with a modern artistic 
design if made by a special Jeweler, and Is con¬ 
venient to those who may only possess a few 
pieces. Thus a girdle may separate into brooch, 
pendant, cloak clasp, necklace, at will.

each stone is but a note of color, in a general 
harmony and the eastern, Jeweler has no preju¬ 
dice against “flaws” or “off colors” and finds wor¬ 
thy and dignified place for manay a gem that our 
Jewel butchers would Incontinently cast off.

No otbei 1 gem holds as many fascinating leg¬ 
ends or haunting historical memories; they go 
back to immemorial time when the Incas wor¬ 
shiped the goddess Esmereida in the person of a 
stone as big as an ostrich egg and offered other 
emeralds to consort with It. so that the Span¬ 
iards were able to seize the votive treasures of 
centuries. The five emeralds which Cortez stole 
from the crown of Montezuma were of enormous 
size, rough-cut in the form of sacred symbols of 
sex worship. Eren Cortez was so enamored of 
them that he refused to sell them to the empress 
and so lost favor at court. 

There is still preserved at Rome the emerald 
sent to the pope by Peru after the Catholic con¬ 
quest of that country and the name "Emerald 
Isle," given to Ireland, was from a magnificent 
ring sent by Pope Adrian to Henry II. when he 
took dominion over It. 

The orientals have always known how to 
handle this wonderful crystal, setting in peacock- 
toned embroidery of enamel, keeping its irregu¬ 
larities of form, perhaps simply smoothing the 
edges so as to preserve as much color as pos¬ 
sible. Indian princes often wear emerald rings 
fully two Inches across. In the shrine of the 
great Tooth temple of Kandy. Ceylon, there is a 
Buddha of fabulcus value carved from a single 
gem. I have Been In the treasury of the sultan 
of Turkey whole robes encrusted with emeralds, 
wtih superb single stones of the purest water set 
in the handles of scimitars. There were prayers 
in the interior of' the Taj Mahal spelled in em¬ 
eralds before the British soldiers dug them out 
with the!r knives. 

We r*ad of Nero viewing the games “men 
played with death, where death must win" 
through emerald eyelids. Caligula's consort 
leaned from the verd-antique balconies of the 
golder. hill adorned with two millions of our dol¬ 
lars' worth of emeralds and nearls. 

Napoleon wore through some of his bloodiest 
battles the great emerald torn from the throat of 
Charlemagne when they dared to disturb his 
eluraber-and to this talisman the Man of Destiny 
ascribed his power to sleep at will and as long 
or little as he would. When Isabey was to paint 
the last portrait of Josephine, she said: "Paint 
me in emeralds to say that my sorrow will be 
ever green, but surround them with diamonds to 
portray the undying purity of my love." 

Of course royal people hold the finest exam¬ 
ples of this geni, which, in conjunction with 
pearls, they prefer to all others. Queen Isabella 
was very proud of her carved emeralds, but carv¬ 
ing destroys the greatest beauty of the stone, the 
perfect limpidity of its color. An Italian princess 
possesses the most famous parure in Europe, en¬ 
hancing her patrician beauty as she staads 
against the faded green tapestries, the ormolu 
and malachite .of hur Roman palace—a never-to- 
be-forgotten picture. 


LONDON’S OLD ROMAN WALL 


Visitors to London whose tastes lie In the di¬ 
rection of exploring ancient remains will be grati¬ 
fied to learn that th* Society of Antiquaries has 
succeeded In securing the preservation of a very 
fine fragment of the great Roman wall around 
London, which has Just been laid bare, a London 
letter to the New York Sun says. From time to 
time portions of the great structure, the external 
wall of defense built about the city in the fourth 
or fifth century, have been uncovered in digging 
foundations while rebuilding streets or houses. 
These have rarely escaped demolition. The latest 
discovery is to be preserved for the benefit of 
the public. 

It is situated near Newgate street, close to a 
new annex of the general postofilce. The frag¬ 
ment, which is that of a great curved bastion, 
is GO feet long, 20 feet high and 8 feet wide. The 
present summit lies several feet below the sur¬ 
face of the ground. The whole is in a wonderful 
state of preservation. 

The material Is that known as “Kentish rag," 
supported by heavy Roman bricks atid showing 
clearly the characteristic layers or bands of red 
tiles, such as may be seen at Burgh castle, Pe 
vensey and Rlchborough. The Interesting relic Is 
to be built around, so that it will Us in a cave 
which may he entered by stairs and inspected by 
artificial light. The line of the great Roman wall 
Is well known and much of It undoubtedly re¬ 
mains below the houses to-day, which are largely 
built upon it as upon the securest of foundations.

caused by the “failure of candidates to 
report or to pass the entrance exam- 
inaions. or by the elimination of ca¬ 
dets who are found deficient in their 
studies or their conduct” 

Admit Training Is Needed. 

Members of congress have come to 
the conclusion, perhaps reluctantly, 
for It Is not the layman’s way of think¬ 
ing ordinarily, that training is needed 
for the military profession just as 
much if not more than it Is needed for 
any other profession. So It is that 
they are trying now to devise some 
means of keeping the ranks full at 
West Point so that the army can be 
officered at all times by trained sol¬ 
diers and so that the necessity of giv¬ 
ing up four or five years' time to the 
training of civilians appointed as sec¬ 
ond lieutenants 
with. 

The object of the senate bill is to 
increase the number of cadets by a 
slight modification in the method of 
making appointments. The military 
committee in its report on the sub-

It Is known that 
In some congressional districts hun¬ 
dreds of boys want to go to the mili¬ 
tary academy, while in some others no 
candidate appears, and as a result the 
congressman not having any applica¬ 
tions filed, forgets all about the matter 
and his district goes without repre¬ 
sentation. 

Speaker Cannon May Retire. 

While no word has come from 
Speaker Cannon to clinch the matter, 
the men who are closest to him per¬ 
sonally and politically seem to feel 
that before very long now the speak¬ 
er will say that he does not intend 
to be a candidate again for re- 
election as presiding officer of the 
house. Even If the speaker does is¬ 
sue a statement to the effect that 
he will give over any further ambition 
to succeed himself, it is certain that 
he will be a good deal of a factor In 
the matter of choosing his successor.

There seems to have been stealing 
over the so-called regulars of tbe 
house the thought that an eastern 
man now has a good chance to be 
chosen speaker If the Republicans 
succeed in carrying the house, and 
that In choosing an easterner his sup¬ 
porters will have the votes and the 
moral support of a good many of the 
members who are called Insurgents. 

Present Speaker’s Position.

There are some men 
in the east, in the middle west and a 
few In the far west who probably will 
stand by the speaker, and it may be 
that they can decide in caucus tbe 
question of the successorshlp. but il 
they are not numerous enough to dc 
this they can by throwing their votes 
one way or the other control the 
choice as betw»en two men. 

The supposedly wise ones among 
Republicans say that if the next bouse 
shows a party majority tbe man who 
will succeed tbe speaker will be a 
“moderate,” and that probably the 
rules will be amended to some do 
gree, but no ? nearly enough to suit 
the Insurgents and yet enough per 
haps to displease some of the regular* 
who thin* that the rules are Jusl 
what they should be. 

Of course all this speculation about 
the speakership in the nest house and 
all the plaus that the Republicans ar« 
making and all the schemes that In 
surgents anti regulars are entering 
into, depend upon their party’s sue 
cess next November.
